The mood was decidedly bittersweet at the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall this week as residents were given 
a chance to meet and greet newly-appointed and first- 
time Mattapoisett Town Administrator Michael J. Botelho 
of Rockland, MA, and his wife, Elaine, during a reception 
on Tuesday evening. 

Likewise, it was a chance for many to bid a fond 
farewell to longtime and outgoing Executive Secretary 
Carol Adams, who managed to put on a brave face while 
coordinating the whole affair. 

'Tt hasn't hit me yet," she told people gathering in 
the hall as she introduced officials, department heads, and 
residents to Mr. Botelho and his wife. 

But when it came time to make a formal presenta- 
tion to the Board of Selectmen and officially hand over the 
keys to Mr. Botelho, the quiver in her voice said it all. 

She first presented the board with a scrapbook 
filled with pictures and clippings dating back to 1946. A 
good chunk of that scrapbook encompassed her 31-year 
tenure as Executive Secretary, and it almost seemed 
difficult for her to hand over.

and glory to God who has blessed the church abundantly 
through the 300 continuous years of Christian worship at 
Rochester Center. 

In 1683, Reverend Samuel Shiverick preached in a 
small meetinghouse near Minister's Rock in the present 
town of Marion. In 1687, Shiverick moved to Falmouth 
and Reverend Samuel Arnold was invited to "settle'' and 
was offered a "proprietor's share in the lands of Roches- 
ter." 

In 1697, the Common, the Burying Ground and 
the "Ministry Lands" were laid out at Rochester Center 
and on October 13, 1703, the First Church of Rochester 
was organized. Eight men signed the original Church 
Covenant and since that time the church has had a history 
of continuous worship for 300 years. 

To make history come alive, their historical 
experts searched church records and books relating to 
"Olde Rochester" to produce skits about the church 
leaders of long ago. In January, in full colonial costume. 
Reverend Samuel Arnold, who organized the church in 
1703, and his wife, Sarah "visited" during a regular 
service. The Arnolds presented an informative, and at 
times, humorous dialog depicting their life and that of the 
church in the first little meetinghouse located nearby 
within the First Parish Cemetery. 

March brought a visit from the second minister. 
Reverend Timothy Ruggles, along with two of his deacons 
and a controversial parishioner, Noah Sprague. Reverend 
Ruggles presented a picture of his life and times, as he led

the church from 1710 (a young man fresh out of Harvard) 
until his death in 1768. The two deacons did their part, 
one admonishing certain members of the congregation on 
moral issues and the other circulating with his pole used 
on one end to awaken sleeping parishioners and the other 
to rap unruly youthful "Sabbath-breakers/' {Note: They no 
longer impose fines on Sabbath Breakers!) 

Dialog between Reverend Ruggles and Noah 
Sprague portrayed a lengthy controversy that arose 
between the two over a stack of salt hay With reconcilia- 
tion impossible, Sprague left the church and formed a full 
parish in North Rochester in 1753. Reverend Ruggles 
preached at three different meetinghouses, each one 
becoming too small as the town population grew. The 
second meetinghouse was built in 1717 and another in 
1760. Although town meeting was held in the latter, it was 
owned by the parish, not the town as were the previous 
buildings. The third pastor. Reverend Jonathan Moore, is 
expected to visit us soon. 

The original "Olde Rochester'' encompassed all of 
the present towns of Marion and Mattapoisett and a large 
part of Wareham. Because of the great distances involved 
to reach the meetinghouse, it was inevitable that groups 
would break away from the Mother Church and form 
their own parishes. Mattapoisett became the first to form 
in 1736, Wareham the second in 1739, North Rochester in 
1753 and Marion in 1827. Between the years of 1837 and 
1845, all of these ancient mother and daughter churches

had new houses of worship in the Christopher Wren style 
of New England architecture, though modified with a 
square belfry instead of the usual spire. All are still in use 
with the exception of the one in Wareham that burned in 
1904 and was replaced with a different style. 

The current meetinghouse, built in 1837, still 
sufficiently serves their needs. In 1993 a new Fellowship 
Hall was dedicated, the first new building for the church 
in over 150 years. This handicap-accessible addition is 
frequently used for many kinds of receptions, suppers, 
church, and community events. 

The 300th celebration continued in April with a 
Quahog Chowder Supper and a time of remembrance of 
the Rochester Men's Brotherhood, formed in 1953 at the

CANINE ARTHRITIS 

I have an 11 year old German Shepherd dog that limps after we 
play hall. My veterinarian says that the dog has hip dysplasia. 
What can I do to make him more comfortable now that colder 
weather is approaching? 

There are 2 major groups of drugs that you can use for your 
arthritic dog. The first are drugs that help regenerate the car- 
tilage that lines the joint and the second are anti-inflaraitory 
drugs. 

There are 3 products that help cartilage and the general joint 
environment. Chondroitin sulfate. Glucosamine and 
Adequan all seem to help cartilage regenerate itself and help 
modify the fluid in the joints to make animals more comfort- 
able. These drugs have very few side effects. 
Non-steroidal anti-inflamitory drugs (NSAIDS) are often 
useful in dogs but NOT CATS. Bufferin and Ascriptin can be 
used as the first line of defense. Ibuprofen (Advil) should 
never be used in your pet as it causes severe ulceration of 
the stomach in dogs. You may want to discus the use of 
Rimadyl with your veterinarian. It is a new anti-inflamitory 
drug that seems to be fairly safe and very effective in treat- 
ment of arthritis in dogs.

Senate Supports Anti-Spam 

State Senator Marc R. Pacheco (D-Taunton) 
recently announced the State Senate has greenlit legisla- 
tion aimed at curbing electronic junk mail. Senate Bill 
2019: An Act Regarding Commercial Electronic Mail, was 
engrossed by the Senate during a formal session on 
September 29. 

"Anyone with an e-mail account knows firsthand 
the nuisance that electronic junk mail can cause, overload- 
ing computer memories and directing users to unwanted 
sites/' said Senator Pacheco. "It is time we passed legisla- 
tion to allow consumers to easily recognize and filter out 
unwanted solicitations." 

Senate Bill 2019, co-sponsored by Senator 
Pacheco, makes it mandatory for e-mail telemarketers to 
put the prefix "ADV" for advertisement in the headers of 
unsolicited messages and it makes it illegal to send 
unsolicited commercial e-mail messages that do not 
include a legal name and address for the sender or 
disclose a valid sender operated return e-mail address. 

In addition, it makes it illegal to falsify transmis- 
sion or routing information for unsolicited e-mail, use a 
third party's Internet address or domain name without 
their consent, or include false or misleading information 
in the subject line. All commercial e-mails must have a 
clear and conspicuous notice of the recipient as to how

The School of Rock. Starring Jack Black and Joan 
Cusack. Directed by Richard Linklater. Running time: 
108 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

I know a guy who was probably in his teens when KISS were 
at their peak of popularity in the '70s, and who now has a son 
who's happy to go to the more recent KISS concerts with his dad. 
The School of Rock is for that guy and his son: Two generations lock 
hands over bone-crushing guitar solos and the ''stick it to the 
Man" ethos of rock. And when I say "rock," I don't mean the 
bland growling noise that passes for rock today; I mean mwwwk, 
dude, the soundtrack of the '70s — not only heavy-metal titans 
like AC /DC and Led Zep, but also more contemplative outfits 
like Yes and Pink Floyd. Doesn't have to break windows, man, it 
just has to blow your mind and melt your face. 

The School of Rock is a loving valentine to true rock, disguised 
as a kiddie movie incongruously starring Jack Black and even 
more incongruously directed by Richard Linklater {Dazed and 
Confused, Waking Life) and written by Mike White {Chuck and Buck, 
The Good Girl). What are all these people doing messing around 
with a kids' movie? Well, they're not, even if it has kids in it. White 
has devised a rather shrewd premise: Black plays Dewey Finn, an 
egomaniacal singer /guitarist — wait, that's sort of a redundancy 
— who gets booted from his band for being, well, a singer/ 
guitarist. He pulls killer solos, capers around onstage, and leaps 
into the audience to surf the crowd. He's not the lead singer, but 
he doesn't know that. Meanwhile, he's living with his substitute- 
teacher buddy (screenwriter White), who used to be in a crazy 
rock band before settling down, and his buddy's bitchy girlfriend 
(Sarah Silverman), the kind of girlfriend who lives to domesticate 
her man and strangle his dreams. Dewey needs money to pay the 
rent or Ms. Bitchy will kick him to the curb, so he snags one of his 
buddy's substitute jobs at an elite private school. 

Weaving from a hangover, Dewey stands before the class — 
full of a bunch of already-neurotic overachievers, driven to 
succeed by their yuppie parents — and declares that there will be 
no grades, no learning, and lots of recess. But he happens to 
glimpse a few of them in a music class, and sees that they have 
talent. Wheels turn in Dewey's head, and his "secret class project" 
gets underway. The classical guitarist in the class becomes "Zack 
Attack," learning Black Sabbath riffs. A shy, chubby girl unfurls 




a voice to rival Aretha. The cymbal player gets set loose on a full 
set of drums. The bashful piano player is pointed towards a 
keyboard and given Rick Walceman as homework. Dewey knows 
his classic rock, and the movie does, too. Linklater, whose nostal- 
gic masterpiece Dazed and Confused was loaded with the stuff, 
feels the down-and-dirty transportive power of "The Immigrant 
Song" or "The Great Gig in the Sky." 

Make no mistake: The School of Rockhreathes mainstream air. 
It's another case of independent film artists beating Hollywood at 
its own game (it's being distributed by Paramount, but its many 
symbols of anti-authority rock don't feel misplaced). The script is 
something of a first for Mike White, who here seems to be 
engaging in Hollywood formula to study its habits. There is, for 
instance, an uptight school principal (Joan Cusack) who must 
eventually loosen up and appreciate the band Dewey forms with 
the kids; but Joan Cusack plays her as an update of her harried 
mom in Say Anything, of whom Lloyd Dobler said "You used to 
be warped and twisted and hilarious." I believed that then, and 
I believe it now. 

Would there be a movie without Jack Black? Maybe, but not 
as fun. Black's performance, while toned down for PG-13 con- 
sumption, loses none of its hellraising glee, and he makes us buy 
Dewey's skewed altruism in teaching the kids about Iron Maiden 
and Led Zep; these kids don't even know what rock is, for God's 
sake, they need help. The movie threatens to veer into Dead Poets 
Society territory when we learn that some of the parents don't 
approve of Dewey's methods. After all, rock will not help their 
children compete in the real world. Maybe not — and the script 
acknowledges that with the outcome of the Battle of the Bands the 
kids enter — but the purpose of rock is not to win or lose; the 
purpose of rock is to rock. Dewey plausibly teaches a bunch of 
post-rock kids the power of old-school rock, and maybe a lot of 
viewers young and old will learn it from this movie, too. Well, 
except that guy and his son. They already know.

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ANNOUNCEMENTS 

The following by-law changes which were accepted at the Annual Town Meeting which convened on April 28, 2003 have been approved 
by the Office of the Attorney General, and are published herewith in accordance with current regulations. Claims of invalidity of any of 
the amendments to the by-law by reason of any defect in the procedure of adoption or replacement may only be made within ninety days 
of the second publication (October 2, 2003) or December 31, 2003. 

Copies of the by-law may be examined in the Office of the Town Clerk, Town House, 2 Spring Street, Marion, Massachusetts, or they may be 
purchased from the Town Clerk for $ 20.00. 

Article 18. Voted to accept the provisions of Massachusetts General Law, Chapter 140, Section 147A to provide for By-laws and Ordinances relative 
to the regulation of dogs. Upon acceptance of this law, the responsibility for overseeing the Marion Dog Licensing Program will fall to the Town 
Clerk and/ or his/her designee. Administrative control and enforcement of said dog regulations shall remain with the Chief of Police and/ or his/her 
designee. 



Article 19. Amend the Town of Marion By-laws, Article XXVI, Animal Control By-law, section 1, Definitions, by adding the new definitions 

and, by inserting new sections, listed as Sections 8, 9, 10, and 11. 
"Section 1 Definitions 

Kennel: a single premises with a collection of four (4) or five (5) dogs, three months or older, that are maintained for breeding, boarding, sale, 
training, hunting, or any other purpose. 

Hobby Kennel: a single premises with a collection of six (6) to ten (10) dogs, three months or older, that are maintained for any purpose, and where 
fewer than four litters per year are raised. 

Kennel: a single premises, with a collection of eleven (11) or more dogs, three months or older, that are maintained for any purpose, or where four or 
more litters per year are raised, or where the boarding or grooming of dogs is performed as a business. 
License Period: the time between July 1^* through June 30*^ both dates inclusive." 
"Section 8 Licenses and Tags 

The owner or keeper of a dog in the Town of Marion is subject to these regulations when the dog reaches the age of three months. This section shall 
not apply to a person having a kennel license. 

There shall be a fee that is paid by the owner for each license and tag and any replacement tag issued by the Town Clerk. All fees under this section 
shall be determined by the Board of Selectmen, and may be changed from time to time as they deem appropriate. 

The Town Clerk shall record each license issued, the name of the owner or keeper of each dog so licensed, and the name, registered number, and 
description of each dog. The owner or keeper of any dog so licensed shall state upon the license form, the breed, color, weight, and special markings 
of the dog. Such books shall be open to public inspection during the usual office hours of the Town Clerk. 

Each tag shall include the license number, a statement that the dog is licensed in the Town of Marion, and the year the license was issued. Such tag 
shall be the in the form prescribed and furnished by the Town Clerk and shall be issued by the Town Clerk. 

The owner or keeper shall cause said dog to wear around its neck or body a collar or harness to which the tag shall be securely attached. In the event 
that any tag is lost, defaced, or destroyed, the owner or keeper shall obtain substitute tags from the Town Clerk. 

A license duly recorded in another jurisdiction shall be valid in the Town of Marion until the expiration of the licensing year, at which time, the owner 
or keeper shall cause the dog to be licensed in the jurisdiction of residence. 

The licensing period shall be for one year. The deadline for procurement of a dog license is established as June 30th of each year. License renewal may 
be applied for within 30 days prior to the expiration date. New residents must apply for a license within 30 days of establishing residence. No fee 
shall be charged for a dog specially trained to lead or serve a blind or deaf person upon presentation to the Town Clerk of a certificate of such 
training. 

A license fee shall not be refunded because of a subsequent death, loss, spaying or neutering, or removal from the Town of such dog, nor because a 
license fee has been mistakenly paid to the Town. 

The provisions of this section shall not apply to institutions licensed under chapter 140, Section 174D of the Massachusetts General Laws, to shops 
licensed under Section 39 A of Chapter 129 of the General Laws, to any person operating a license kennel or where otherwise provided, by law." 
"Section 9 Kennel Licenses 

Any owner or keeper of a Kennel, Hobby Kennel, or Commercial Kennel shall obtain a kennel license; provided, however, that before the Town Clerk 
issues such license, the owner or keeper provides the Town Clerk with the written approval of the Board of Appeals or special permitting authority 
or the written determination by the Building Commissioner that such approval is not required. The Kennel license shall be issued by the Town Clerk 
and there shall be a fee for such kennel license to be paid by the owner. All fees under this section shall be determined by the Board of Selectmen, and 
may be changed from time to time as they deem appropriate. 

A kennel license shall be in lieu of any other license required for a dog, for the period of time the dog is kept in such kennel. The owner or keeper of 
such kennel shall renew the license prior to the commencement of each succeeding license period. 

While at large, each dog in a kennel shall wear a collar or harness with a tag securely attached. The tag shall have the number of the kennel license, 
the name of the Town that issued the Kennel License, and the year the License was issued. Such tag shall be in the form prescribed and furnished by 
the Town Clerk and shall be issued by the Town Clerk. 

If a kennel owner desires to increase the capacity of his/her kennel during a license period, he/ she shall apply to the Town Clerk, and, if required by 
the zoning by-law, present the Town Clerk with the written approval of the Board of Appeals or special permit granting authority prior to the 
issuance of such license modification. The Town Clerk shall issue such modification upon payment by the owner of the difference between his 
existing kennel license and the fee for the kennel license most recently approved. 

The Town Clerk shall issue, without charge, upon written application and written approval of the Board of Appeals, a kennel license to any domestic 
charitable corporation, incorporated in the Commonwealth, exclusively for the purpose of protecting animals from cruelty, neglect, or abuse. 
A veterinary shall not be considered a kennel unless it contains an area for the grooming or selling of dogs, or for the boarding of dogs for other than 
medical or surgical purposes. If it is considered a Kennel, the owner or keeper shall, before the Town Clerk issues such license, provide the Town 
Clerk with the written approval of the Board of Appeals or special permitting authority or the written determination by the Building Commissioner 
that such approval is not required. 
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All holders of kennel licenses shall notify the Town Clerk, in writing, of the sale of any dog or puppy, which includes the description of the animal, 
the age, color, breed, identifying marks, sex, and whether the dog has been spayed or neutered. The Kennel owner shall forward a copy of such notice 
to the clerk of the city or town in which the new owner of the dog resides." 

"Section 10 Issuance and Revocation of Licenses and Regulation; Kennel Inspection 

The Town Clerk, upon receiving a written directive from the Selectmen that was based on information obtained from the Animal Control Officer or 
the Chief of Police or his/her designee may revoke any license. In such case of suspension of said license, the Board of Selectmen may reinstate such 
kennel license and impose conditions and regulations upon the operation of the kennel. 

If an applicant is shown to have withheld or falsified any material information on the application, the Town Clerk may refuse to issue or may revoke 
a license. 

The Animal Control Officer or the Chief of Police of the Town of Marion or other persons authorized under the General Laws, may, at any time, 
inspect or cause to be inspected any kennel and if, in his or her judgment, the same is not being maintained in a sanitary and humane manner, or if 
records are not properly kept as required by law, the Board of Selectmen shall by order revoke or suspend such license. In the case of suspension, the 
Board of Selectmen may reinstate such license and impose conditions and regulations upon the operation of said kennel. 

Upon the petition of six (6) citizens filed with the Board of Selectmen setting forth they are aggrieved or annoyed to an unreasonable extent by one 
or more dogs at a kennel located in town, because of excessive barking or vicious disposition of such dogs or other conditions connected with the 
kennel that constitute a public nuisance, the Board of Selectmen shall, within seven (7) days of filing such petition, give notice to all parties concerned 
of a public hearing to be held within fourteen (14) days after the date of such notice. Within seven (7) days after the public hearing, the Board of 
Selectmen shall make an order either revoking or suspending such kennel license or otherwise regulating the operation of said kennel, or shall 
dismiss such petition. Written notice of any order under this section revoking, suspending or reinstating a license shall be mailed forthwith to the 
office issuing such license and to the holder of the license. 

Any person maintaining a kennel after the license has been so revoked, or while such license is so suspended, shall be charged a fee of $50.00. (MGL 
Chapter 140, Sec. 137C)" 

"Section 11 Penalties for Failure to License 

Whoever violates any provision of Section 8 or 9 of these Rules and Regulations shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars 
($25.00), which shall be paid to the Town. 

If any person refuses to answer, or answers falsely, questions of a police officer or an Animal Control Officer, pertaining to their ownership of a dog, 
they shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars ($25.00), which shall be paid to the Town. 

If the dog as to which any violation occurs was unlicensed at the time of such violation, a fine of not less that twenty-five dollars ($25.00) nor more 
than fifty dollars ($50.00), shall be paid by the owner to the Town, and the owner or keeper of such dog will be required to immediately procure all 
delinquent licenses and tags, as well as the current license and tag." 

Article 20. Amend the Town of Marion By-laws by deleting the currentt "Article XII, Motor Boat Laws" and insert the following Article XII, 

Motor Boat Laws 



Article XII, Motor Boat Laws 
Section 1 General Provisions 

(a) This Article applies to all persons, vessels, objects or structures, on or using the waters of the Town of Marion, including all 
saltwater harbors. 

(b) The Harbormaster is authorized to prescribe regulations to carry out this Article. 

(c) Before prescribing any regulation under this Article, the Harbormaster shall present said regulations to the Marine Resource 
Commission, who shall hold a public hearing on the proposed regulations. 

(d) Failure of the Harbormaster to prescribe regulations or a legal declaration of their invalidity by a court of law shall not act to 
suspend or invalidate the effect of this Article. 

Section 2 Definition of Terms 

The following words, for the purposes of this Article of this by-law shall, unless another meaning is clearly apparent for the way in which the 
word is used, have the following meanings: 

(a) "vessel" means every description of a watercraft, other than a seaplane on the water, used or capable of being used as a means 
of transportation on the water. 

(b) "personal watercraft" means a vessel propelled by a water-jet pump or other machinery as its primary source of propulsion 
that is designed to be operated by a person sitting, standing, or kneeling on the vessel, rather than being operated in the 
conventional manner by a person sitting or standing inside the vessel. 

(c) "headway speed" means the slowest speed at which a personal watercraft may be operated and maintain steerage way. To be 
considered operating at headway speed under this Article, the operator shall be either kneeling or sitting. 

(d) "water skiing" means the towing or manipulating of a surfboard or other similar devise behind any vessel. 

(e) "safety zone" means an area established by the Harbormaster during a marine event, emergency, or other situation, restricting 
access. 

Section 3 Speed Limit, No Wake, Posted Areas and Safety zone 

(a) Speed Limit and No Wake 

(1) In areas postedt"No Wake", vessels shall not exceed five (5) miles per hour and shall make no wake. 

(2) Vessels shall make no wake within one hundred fifty (150) feet of: bathers, divers, piers, docks, floats, small boats 
propelled by other means other than machinery, vessels not underway, or the shore. 

(3) The number and location of five (5) MPH and/ ort"No Wake" areas may be changed at the discretion of the 
Harbormaster, providing that such action is approved by the Board of Selectmen and that a two- (2-) week period 
for public comment is allowed prior to any change(s). 

(b) The following areas are postedt"No Wake" from 15 April to 15 October: 

(1) Marion Inner Harbor (Sippican Harbor) which includes all water north of a line drawn from the United States Coast 

Guard Green Buoy #7 to the southern tip of Ram Island. 
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(2) Blankenship and Planting Island Coves and adjoining waters, including all waters north and east of a line drawn from 
the northern tip of Planting Island to the southern most point of Ram Island. 

(3) Wing's Cove, from the outer end of Piney Point dock to the southern tip of Clapps Island to the southern tip of Great 



Hill. 



(4) Weweantic River, from Bass Point Road due east to the Town boundary, 

(c) Safety Zone 

(1) There shall be no swimming, anchoring, water skiing, use of sailboards or scuba diving or unauthorized marine traffic 

in a designated Safety Zone. 

Section 4 Town Floats, Tie-up Time Limit 

Without the express permission of the Harbormaster, an assistant Harbormaster, or a wharfinger, no vessel may remain tied up to a Town- 
owned float for longer than twenty (20) minutes. 

Section 5 Water Skiing 

Water skiing is prohibited in the areas postedf'No Wake", in marked channels, and within one hundred fifty (150) feet of bathers, divers, 
piers, floats, docks, other boats or the shore. 

Section 6 Canoeing and Kayaking 

(a) Any person aboard a canoe or kayak shall wear a Coast Guard- approved personal floatation device of Type I, II, or III from 

January 1 to May 15 and from September 15 to December 31, except persons aboard vessels excluded by Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 90B §5A. 

Section 7 Operation of Personal Watercraft 

(a) The purpose and scope of this section is to promote safety by establishing rules of conduct governing the operation of personal 
watercraft. The Town of Marion intends to improve, through this Article, the safe and appropriate use of personal watercraft. 

(b) No person shall operate a personal watercraft except in a safe and prudent manner, having due regard for other waterborne 
traffic, the posted speed and wake restrictions, and all other attendant circumstances, so as not to endanger the life, limb, or 
property of any person. 

(c) No person shall operate a personal watercraft if such person is: 

(1) Under the age of sixteen (16), or 

(2) Sixteen (16) or seventeen (17) years of age without first having received a safety certificate evidencing satisfactory 
completion of a training course in the safe operation conducted by the United States Power Squadron, the 
Division of Law Enforcement, or other such entity approved in writing by the Director of the Division of Law 
Enforcement. 

(d) No person shall operate a personal watercraft in a negligent manner. The following, without limitation, constitute negligent 
operation: 

(1) Unreasonable jumping or attempting to jump the wake of another vessel; 

(2) Following within one hundred fifty (150) feet of a water skier; 

(3) Speeding in restricted areas; 

(4) Weaving through congested vessel traffic; 

(5) Crossing unreasonably close to another vessel; or 

(6) Operating a personal watercraft in such a manner that it endangers the life, limb, or property of any person. 

(e) Except as otherwise provided in this Article, no person shall operate a personal watercraft: 

(1) Within one hundred fifty (150) feet of shore except at headway speed. 

(2) Within one hundred fifty (150) feet of a public bathing area. 

(3) Between one hundred fifty (150) feet and three hundred (300) feet of a pubic bathing area except at headway speed. 

(4) Within one hundred fifty (150) feet of a swimmer in the water. 

(f) Every person operating a personal watercraft equipped by the manufacturer with a lanyard-type engine cut-off switch shall 
attach said lanyard to his person, clothing or personal floatation device, as is appropriate for the specific craft. 

(g) Any person riding on a personal watercraft shall wear a Coast Guard-approved personal floatation device of Type I, II, or III. 

Section 8 Sailboards 

(a) The use of sailboards is prohibited in all marked channels, and in restricted swimming areas. 

(b) If a sailboarder is required to pass a marked channel in order to gain access to another area, he shall do so as nearly as practicable 
at right angles to the traffic flow in the marked channel. 

Section 9 Pollution 

The discharge or disposal of petroleum products, dead fish or shellfish, fish frames, garbage, wastewater, rubbish, or debris on the water, 
shores, or beaches is prohibited. 

Section 10 Abandonment and Removal of Vessels 

(a) No vessel, mooring, or other object shall be abandoned, sunk, or placed where it may constitute a hazard to navigation. 

(b) Any vessel, mooring, or object constituting a hazard to navigation, and any vessel or object improperly secured, swamped, sunk, 
washed ashore, or found in a restricted area may be removed or relocated at the direction of the Harbormaster or Assistant 
Harbormaster if corrective action is not taken after seventy two (72) hours' notice to the owner, or if the owner is unknown, after 
notice has been posted for the same period at the Town office or on or near such vessel, mooring, or object. 

(c) The expense of such removal or relocation and liability incurred therefore, shall be the responsibility of the owner. 

(d) Nothing in the above subsections shall restrict earlier action by the Harbormaster or an Assistant Harbormaster, with or without 
notifying the owner if, in their judgment, such action is necessary to protect life, limb, or property. 

Section llDivers and Vessel Operations near Divers 
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(a) Unless, for special purposes, permission is granted in writing by the Harbormaster to otherwise protect divers, any person or 
persons skin diving or scuba diving shall adhere to the following requirements: 

(1) Display a diver's flag consisting of red field with white diagonal stripe, of a size not less than twelve (12) by fifteen 
(15) inches. 

(2) Display a flag on a vessel or surface float or similar device, which holds the flag upright at a minimum distance of 
three (3) feet above the surface of the water. 

(3) Stay within one hundred (100) feet of the aforesaid float or vessel, or tow the float and flag with him while he is 
submerged and surface thereunder. 

(4) Vessels restricted in their ability to maneuver because divers are attached to the vessel shall, in addition to the above 
requirements, display the day shape required by the Navigation Rules. 

(b) A vessel operating within sight of a diver's flag or the dayshape required in the above subsection shall proceed with caution, and 
within a radius of one hundred (100) feet of such flag or dayshape, shall proceed at a speed not to exceed three (3) miles per hour. 

Section 12 Anchoring and Mooring 

Unattended vessels shall not anchor in Marion Harbor other than the anchorage designated on the Harbor Anchorage Map, unless otherwise 
directed by the Harbormaster. Failure to comply with this section will result in the removal of the vessel at the owner's expense. 

Section 13 Operation and Responsibility 

(a) Vessel operators are responsible for their wake at all times, and shall not operate a vessel in a reckless or negligent manner so as 
to endanger the life, limb, or property of any person. 

(b) No person shall operate any vessel in a manner that violates Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 90B, or any regulations 
adopted thereunder, or any other State or federal law that may apply. 

(c) Nothing in these regulations shall exonerate any vessel, or the owner, master, crew thereof, from the consequences of any neglect 
to comply with this article or the neglect of any precaution which may be required by the ordinary practice of seamen, or by the 
special circumstances of the case. 

Section 14 Jurisdiction 

Nothing contained in this Article shall be held or construed to supersede or conflict with or interfere with or limit the jurisdiction of the 
United States Government with respect to the enforcement of the navigation, shipping, anchorage, or other associated federal laws, or with the 
regulations, or any laws, or regulations of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Section 15 Non-Criminal Disposition 

Any person or entity who violates any section of this Article XII shall be liable to the Town in the amount of $300.00, unless a lesser amount 
is provided for such violation under Massachusetts General Laws C. 90B or any regulation adopted thereunder. 

Fines shall be recovered by indictment or on complaint before the District Court or by non-criminal disposition in accordance with Article 
XXIV of this Town By-law and Massachusetts General Laws C. 40 §21D. The Harbormaster or his/her designee shall be the enforcing agent under 
this Chapter. 

Each day of noncompliance following the issuance of a warning or citation pursuant to this section shall constitute a separate violation." 



Article 21. Amend the Town of Marion By-laws, Article XXI V,t "Non-criminal Disposition of Violations of Certain Regulations", in order 

to permit Non-criminal Disposition of the Motor Boat Laws, by adding the following aftert"4. Town of Marion Dinghy Rack Regulations,": 

"5. Motor Boat Laws (Article XII)" 

And further, by adding aftert"...fine of twenty-five dollars" the following language: t"unless another amount is provided for in these By-laws."

Claims of invalidity of any of the amendments to the 
by-law by reason of any defect in the procedure of adoption or replacement may only be made within ninety days of the second publication (October 
2, 2003) or December 31, 2003. 

Article SI Amend the Zoning By-laws of the Town of Marion by adding a new Section 8.12, Inclusionary Housing 

Section 8.12 Inclusionary Housing 
1. Purpose and Intent 

The purpose of this by-law is to outline and implement a coherent set of policies and objectives for the development of affordable housing in 
compliance with MGL 40B Sections 20-23, and on-going Town of Marion programs to promote a reasonable percentage of housing that is 
affordable to moderate income buyers. It is intended that the affordable housing units that result from this by-law be considered as Local 
Initiative Program (LIP) dwelling units in compliance with the requirements for the same as specified by the Department of Community 
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Affairs, Division of Housing and Community Development and that said units count toward the Town's requirements under MGL 40B Sections 
20-23. 

2. Definitions 

a. Affordable Housing Unit. A dwelling unit that can be purchased at an annual cost that is no more than 30% of the homeowners(s) 
income, which is at or below 80% of the Town of Marion's median income as reported by the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, including units under MGL 40B Section 20-24 and the Commonwealth's Local Initiative Program (LIP). 

b. Qualified affordable housing unit purchaser. An individual or family with a household income that does not exceed 80% of the 
median income, with adjustments for household size, as reported by the most recent information from the United States Department 
of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) and /or the Massachusetts Department of Housing and Community Development 
(DHCHD). 

Applicability 

a. Division of Land. This by-law shall apply to the division of land held in single ownership as of April 29, 2003 or anytime thereafter into 
six (6) or more lots, whether said six (6) or more lots are created at one time or the cumulative of six (6) or more lots created from said 
land held in single ownership as of April 29, 2003, and shall require a Special Permit under Section 7 of the Zoning By-law. A Special 
Permit shall be required for land divisions under M.G.L. C. 40 A Section 9 as well as fort "conventional" orf'grid" divisions allowed by 
M.G.L. C. 41 Section 81-L and section 81-U, including those division of land that do not require subdivision approval. 

b. Multi-Family Dwelling Units. This by-law shall apply to the construction of six (6) or more multi-family dwelling units, whether on 
one or more contiguous parcels in existence as of April 29, 2003, and shall require a special permit under Section 7 of the Zoning By-law. 

c. The provision of Section 8.12.3b shall not apply to the construction of six (6) or more single-family dwelling units on individual lots, if 
said six (6) or more lots were in existence as of April 29, 2003. 

d. The Planning Board shall be the Special Permit Granting Authority (SPAG) for all special permits under this by-law. 
Mandatory Provision of Affordable Units 

The SPG A shall, as a condition of approval of any development referred to in Section 8.12.3, require that the applicant for special permit 
approval comply with the obligation to provide affordable housing pursuant to this by-law and more fully described in section 8.12.5. 

5. Provision of Affordable Units 

The SPGA shall deny any application for a special permit for development if the applicant for special permit approval does not comply, at a 
minimum, with the following requirements for affordable units: 

a. At least ten (10%) percent of the lots in a division of land or units in a multi-family unit development subject to this by-law shall be 
established as affordable housing units in any one or combination of methods provided for below. Fractions of a lot or dwelling unit 
shall be rounded up to the nearest whole number, such that a development proposing six (6) dwelling units shall require one 
affordable unit, a development proposing eleven (11) dwelling units shall require two affordable units, and so on; 

b. The affordable unit(s) shall be constructed or rehabilitated on: 

(i) the locus property, or 

(ii) a locus different from the one subject to the special permit (see Section 8.12.9); or 

c. an applicant shall make a donation of land or pay a fee in lieu of affordable housing unit provision (see Section 8.12.12, below). 

The applicant may offer, and the SPGA may accept, any combination of the Section 8.12.5 requirements provided that in no event shall the 
total number of units or land area provided be less than the equivalent number or value of affordable units required by this by-law. 

6. Provisions applicable to Affordable Housing Units On-or Off-Site 

a. Siting of affordable units. All affordable units constructed or rehabilitated under this by-law shall be situated so as not to be in less 
desirable locations than market-rate units in the development and shall, on average, be no less accessible to public amenities, such as 
open space as the market-rate units. 

b. Minimum design and construction standards for affordable units. Affordable housing units within market-rate developments shall 
be integrated with the rest of the development and shall be compatible in design, appearance, construction and quality of materials 
with other units. 

c. Timing of construction or provision of affordable units or lots. The SPGA may impose conditions on the special permit requiring 
construction of affordable housing according to a specified time table, so that, affordable housing units shall be provided coincident 
to the development of market-rate units, but in no event shall the development of affordable units be delayed beyond the schedule 
note below: 

MARKET-RATE UNIT % AFFORDABLE HOUSING UNIT % 

Up to 30% None required 

30% plus 1 unit At least 10% 

Up to 50% At least 30% 

Up to 75% At least 50% 

75% plus 1 unit At least 70% 

Up to 90% 100% 

Any fractions of an affordable unit shall be rounded up to a whole unit. 

7. Local Preference 

The SPGA shall require the applicant to comply with local preference requirements, if any, as established by the Board of Selectmen. 

8. Marketing Plan for Affordable Units 
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Applicants under this by-law shall submit a marketing plan or other method approved by the SPG A, which describes how the affordable units 
will be marketed to potential homebuyers. This plan shall include a description of the lottery or other process to be used for selecting buyers. 
The plan shall be in conformance to DHCD rules and regulations. 

9. Provision of Affordable Housing Units Off-Site 

Subject to the approval of the SPG A, an applicant subject to this by-law may develop, construct or otherwise provide affordable units equivalent 
to those required by Section 8.12.5 off-site. All requirements of this by-law that apply to on-site provision of affordable units, shall apply to 
provision of off-site affordable units. In addition, the location of the off-site units to be provided shall be approved by the SPG A as an integral 
element of the special permit review and approval process. 

10. Maximum Incomes and Selling Prices: Initial Sale 

a. to insure that only eligible households purchase affordable housing units, the purchaser of an affordable unit shall be required to submit 
copies of the last three years' federal and state income tax returns for the household to certify, in writing and prior to transfer of title, to 
the developer of the housing units or his/her agent, and within thirty (30) days following transfer of title, to The Marion Board of 
Selectmen or to another authority as stipulated by them, that the annual household income level does not exceed the maximum established 
by the Commonwealth's Division of Housing and Community Development (DHCD), and as may be revised from time to time. 

b. The maximum price of the affordable housing units (s) created under this by-law is established by DHCD under the Local Initiative 
Program (LIP) guidelines in effect at the time the unit(s) is built. 

11. Preservation of Affordability: Restrictions on Resale 

Each affordable unit created in accordance with this by-law shall have the following limitations governing its resale. The purpose of these 
limitations is to preserve the long-term affordability of the unit and to ensure its continued availability for affordable income households. The 
resale controls shall be established through a deed restriction, acceptable to DHCD, on the property, recorded at the Plymouth County Registry 
of Deeds or the Land Court, and shall be in force for a period of ninety-nine (99) years. 

a. Affordable Housing Unit(s) Resale Price: Sales beyond the initial sale to a qualified purchaser shall not exceed the maximum sales price 
as determined by the DHCD for affordability within the Town of Marion at the time of resale. 

b. Right of first refusal of purchase: The purchaser of an affordable housing unit developed as a result of this by-law shall agree to execute 
a deed rider prepared by the Town, granting, among other things, the Town of Marion's right of first refusal for a period not less than 
one hundred and eighty (180) days to purchase the property or assignment thereof, in the event that, despite diligent efforts to sell the 
property, a subsequent qualified purchaser cannot be located. 

c. The SPG A shall require, as a condition for special permit approval under this by-law, that the deeds to the affordable housing unit 
contain a restriction requiring that any subsequent renting or leasing of said affordable housing unit shall not exceed the maximum 
rental price as determined by the DHCD for affordability within the Town of Marion. 

d. The SPG A shall require, as a condition for special permit approval under this by-law, that the applicant comply with the mandatory 
set-asides and accompanying deed restrictions on affordability. The Building Inspector shall not issue any building permit for any 
unit(s) until the special permit and deed restriction are recorded at the Plymouth County Registry of Deeds or the Land Court. 

12. Donation of Land and/ or Fees-in Lieu of The Affordable Housing Unit Provision 

As an alternative to the requirements of Section 8.12.5, an applicant may contribute a fee or land to the Marion Housing Trust Fund in lieu of 
construction and offering affordable units within the locus of the proposed development or off-site. 

a. Calculation of fees-in-lieu of units. The applicant for development subject to this by-law may pay fees in lieu of the construction or 
provision of affordable units in the amount of $ 200,000 per unit. For example, if the applicant is required to construct two affordable 
income units, he/ she may opt to pay $ 400,000 in lieu of constructing or providing the units. 

b. Schedule of fees in lieu of payments. Fees in lieu of payments shall be made according to the schedule set forth in Section 8.12.6.C, 
above. 

c. An applicant may offer, and the SPGA,in concert with the Board of Selectmen, may accept, donations of land in fee simple, on or off- 
site, that the SPG A determines are suitable for the construction of affordable housing units. The value of donated land shall be equal 
to or greater than the value of the construction or set-aside of affordable units. The SPG A may require, prior to accepting land as 
satisfaction of the requirements of this by-law, that the applicant submit appraisals of the land in question, as well as other data 
relevant to the determination of equivalent value. 

Article S2. Amend the zoning by-law by deleting Section 6.1.5 in its entirety and substituting a new Section 6.1.5 



5. Nonconforming Single- and Two-family Structures. Nonconforming single- and two-family residential structures may be reconstructed, 

extended, alteredor structurally changed upon a determination by the Building Commissioner that such proposed reconstruction, extension, 
alteration, or change does not increase the nonconforming nature of said structure. The following types ofchanges shall be deemed not to 
increase the nonconforming nature of said structure; provided, however, that, in no case, shall the alteration to the nonconforming structure 
result in (a) a structure no more than the lesser of the maximum height allowable under these bylaws, or a 10% increase in existing height, 
or (b) astructure closer to the side or rear lot lines than ten (10) feet in Residence A, fifteen (15) feet in Residence B, twenty (20) feet in 
Residence C or twenty (20) feet in Residence D; said residential districts as shown on the Zoning Map of the Town of Marion, Massachusetts, 
February, 1984, final revision date July, 1999: 

a. alteration to a structure located on a lot with insufficient area, where such alteration complies with all current setback, yard, building 
coverage, and building height requirements. 

b. alteration to a structure located on a lot with insufficient frontage, where such alteration complies with all current setback, yard, building 
coverage, and building height requirements. 

c. alteration to a structure encroaching upon one or more required yard or setback areas, where such alteration will comply with all current 
setback, yard, building coverage and building height requirements. 
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In any other case, the Building Commissioner shall refer the matter to the Board of Appeals. The Board of Appeals may, by special permit, allow such 
reconstruction, extension, alteration, or change where it determines that the proposed modification will not be substantially more detrimental than 
the existing nonconforming structure to the neighborhood. 

Article S3. Amend the Zoning By-law Section 11, Definitions, by deleting the definitions and inserting the definitions or portions thereof 

Accessory Use: See Use, Accessory 
Accessory Structure: See Structure, Accessory 

Adult Video Store: An establishment having a substantial or significant portion of its stock-in-trade for sale or rent-motion picture films, video 
cassettes, DVDs, and similar audio/ visual media, which are distinguished or characterized by their emphasis depicting, describing, or relating to 
sexual conduct or sexual excitement as defined in MGL. C. 272, s.31. 

Buffer or Buffer Strip: An area within a site which is adjacent to or parallel with the property line,-consisting of a continuous strip, (except required 
vehicle or pedestrian access points), of existing vegetation or of vegetation created by the use of trees or shrubs, designed to minimize intrusion of 
dirt, dust, litter, noise, glare from motor vehicle headlights, artificial lights (including ambient glare), or view of signs, unsightly buildings or parking 
lots. 

Building Height: Measured as the vertical distance from the mean natural grade on the street side(s), and, if not abutting a street, from the mean 
natural ground level along its front to the cornice of the building. 

Change of VseiSee, Use, Change of. See also. By-law Section 9.1. 

Club, Nonprofit: Buildings, structures and premises used by a nonprofit social or civic organization as defined by MGL. C. 180, or by an organization 
catering exclusively to members and their guests for social, civic, recreational, or athletic purposes which are not conducted primarily for gain and 
provided there are no vending stands, merchandising, or commercial activities occurring in said building or structures or on said premises, except as 
may be required generally for the membership and purposes of such organization, (see Section 4.2 E Recreational Uses) 

Commercial Recreation, Indoor: A structure for recreational, social or amusement purposes, including all connected rooms or space with a common 
means of egress and entrance, which may include as an accessory use the consumption of food and drink. Indoor Commercial Recreation shall 
include theaters, concert halls, dance halls, skating rinks, bowling alleys, health clubs, dance studios, or other commercial recreational centers 
conducted for or not for profit. 

Commercial Recreation, Outdoor: A lot or combination of lots used for recreational, social, or amusement activities. This definition shall include: 
drive-in theater, golf course/ driving range, bathing beach, sports club, horseback riding stable, boathouse, game preserve, marina or other commercial 
recreation carried on in whole or in part outdoors, except those activities more specifically designated in this By-Law. (see Section 4.2 D Recreational 
Uses) 

Conservation Subdivision: An option as defined in Section 10 of the Marion Zoning By-laws, which permits an applicant to build single-family 
dwellings with reduced lot area and frontage requirements designed to create a development in which the buildings and accessory uses are clustered 
together into one or more groups with adjacent open land. 

Contractor's Yard: Premises used, by a building contractor or subcontractor for storage of equipment and supplies, fabrication of subassemblies, and 
parking of wheeled equipment, (see Section 4.2 K Miscellaneous Uses) 

Cooking Facilities: Any facilities (including without limitation a hot plate, microwave or portable oven, but not including an outdoor grill) which 
permits the occupant to prepare meals in the building on a regular basis. 

Driveway: An improved access (other than a street) connecting between a way or a street and one or more parking or loading spaces. 

Dwelling Unit: A portion of a building occupied or suitable for occupancy as a residence and arranged for use of one or more individuals living as 
a single housekeeping unit with its own cooking, living, sanitary, and sleeping facilities but not including trailers or mobile homes, however mounted, 
or commercial accommodations offered for periodic occupancy. 

Educational Use (exempt): See Use, Educational 

Family Day Care, Large or Small: Any private residence operating a facility as defined in MGL. C. 28A, s. 9. (see Section 4.2 M Accessory Uses) 

Homeowners Association: A corporation or trust owned or to be owned by the owners of lots or residential units within a site approved for a 
Conservation Subdivision, or Open Space Development, which entity shall hold the title to open land and which is responsible for the costs and 
maintenance of said open land and any other facilities to be held in common. 

Major Commercial Project: Any commercial use or combination of commercial uses set forth in the Table of Principal Uses under the headingfG. 
Retail Uses" with a gross floor area of more than 5,000 square feet. 

Motor Vehicle General Repair: Premises for the servicing and repair of autos, but not to include retail fuel sales. Such premises do not include 
establishments for motor vehicle body repair or motor vehicle junkyards or graveyards, (see Section 4.2 I Motor vehicle Related Uses) 
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Motor Vehicle Service Station: Premises designed for supplying motor vehicle fuel, and which may also provide oil, lubrication, or minor repair 
services. Washing shall be permitted only as an incidental or subordinate use. Not included in this definition are services designed for automobile 
body repair, painting, or major vehicle repair, (see Section 4.2 I Motor vehicle Related Uses) 

Municipal Facilities: Facilities owned or operated by the Town of Marion or facilities licensed by the Town to other entities. 

Nonexempt Roadside Farm Stand: Facility for the sale of produce, wine, other edible farm products, flowers, fireplace wood, preserves, dairy and 
similar products on property not exempted by G.L. c. 40 A, s. 3. The footprint that such facility shall be less than one hundred square feet for the sale 
of produce, flowers and firewood. 

Nursing or Convalescent Home: Any building with sleeping rooms where persons are housed or lodged and furnished with meals and nursing care 
for hire, (see Section 4:2 K. Miscellaneous Commercial Uses) 

Parking Space (Handicapped): An area, except for residences, suitable for parking a car having adequate access for entry and exit while other 
adjacent parking spaces are occupied and one which complies with the standard set forth in 521 CMR 23. 

Restaurant, Outdoor: An establishment serving food at tables or at counters in which more than fifty percent of the seats are out-of-doors, such as an 
open porch, deck, patio or on the grounds. 

Street: An improved public way laid out by the Town of Marion, the Plymouth County Commissioners or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, or 
a way which the Marion Town Clerk certifies is maintained by public authority as a public way, or a way in existence having in the opinion of the 
Planning Board sufficient width, suitable grades and adequate construction to accommodate the vehicular traffic anticipated by reason of the proposed 
use of the land abutting thereon or served thereby, and for the installation of municipal services to serve such land and buildings erected or to be 
erected thereon. A way shall not be af'street" with respect to any lot which does not have appurtenant to it a recorded right of access to and over 
such way for vehicular traffic. 

Structure, Accessory: A use or structure which is subordinate to, customarily incidental to and located on the same lot as the principal building or 
use to which it is accessory. 

Structure, Nonconforming; A structure lawfully existing at the time of this by-law, or any subsequent amendment thereto, which does not conform 
to one or more provisions of this by-law 

Tract: An area of land comprising one or more lots for the purposes of an application under this bylaw. 

Use, Accessory: A use incidental and subordinate to the principal use of the structure or lot; or a use not the principal use, which is located on the 
same lot or in the same structure as the principal use. 

Use, Change of: Any change in type or class of activity for a nonresidential lot or building requires a Plan and Site Review. Examples of types of 
activity include, but are not limited to, the following: retail sales, medical use, food service, office use, manufacturing, distribution, etc. Any changes 
within a type or class of use may require a Plan and Site Review. There shall be a Review if change results in a significant change in impact on the 
neighborhood as in the following: Pedestrian or vehicular traffic flow within, or to the site, parking requirements, noise, odors, hours of operation, 
outdoor lighting, use of outside space for display of goods. All non-residential nonconforming uses will require a Plan and Site Review. 

Use, Educational (exempt): Use of land or structures for educational purposes on land owned or leased by the commonwealth or any of its agencies, 
subdivisions or bodies politic or by a religious sect or denomination, or by a nonprofit educational corporation defined in MGL. C. 180. 

Variance: Such departure from the terms of this by-law which the Zoning Board of Appeals upon appeal in specific cases, is empowered to authorize 
under the terms of Article X. Section 2.3.4 of these by-laws. 

Yard: An open space on a lot not covered by a building or structure. 

Article S4. Amend the Zoning By-law Section 5.1 by adding to thef'Minimum Front Yard Setback in feet" column for Limited Business,
